SUlLD «ine 
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YOU AND YOUR COLLECTION 


by Mary Leeuw 


When considering how to start a 
collection, remember this is not just a 
simple matter of going out and buying 
coins. Random selection of just anything 
and everything that looks like a coin is not 
coin collecting. Coin collecting must have 
a purpose and an object, especially to the 
student-collector. 


Once the collector has started to collect 
he must think about housing them. Be it 
coin-albums, cabinets, binders or just left 
in a drawer, which in itself is bad. Having 
decided the most suitable method of 
housing a collection - which may change 
from folder to album to cabinet as the 
collection grows - alittle thought should be 
given to the actual care and maintenance 
of the collection itself, and in particular to 
the cleaning of coins. 


Gold Coins seldom get really dirty. The 
metal tones with age, often to a true “old 
gold” colour, and this is most attractive. 
However, if a gold coin is really dirty, 
through being buried, it can be cleaned 
with mild acid, such as lemon juice. It 
should be applied with a pad of cotton 
wool; nothing rougher should ever be 
applied. A very soft brush will bring up the 
tone, never use a plastic brush as it will 
mar the coin. Gold is a soft metal and gold 
coins are usually only slightly alloyed to 
stiffen them. 


Silver is much more tricky. It tarnishes 
easily and often becomes quite black. 
Never use any form of “metal polish” silver 
polish or similar materials. These deposit a 
form of dust, usually white, in the tiny parts 
of the coin design and in particular in the 
lettering. Soap and warm water, followed 
by a thorough drying on a soft towel will 
usually remove the worst of the dirt. An 
antique silver coin does not have to look as 
bright as an article of domestic silver. 


Modern cupro-nickel coins are much 
harder than silver and do not tarnish so 
readily. Many so-called nickel coins 
contain a copper or other alloy, so the 
same remark applies. In other words 
proceed as with the silver coins. 


A collector will come across coins 
struck in aluminium, steel (coated or 
otherwise), iron or zinc emergency issues, 
and brass and brass lead pieces. 
Aluminium can be treated the same as 
silver, unplated steel and iron coins can go 
rusty and not too much can be done about 
it. Zinc or lead can accumulate verdigris 
(the green or greenish blue deposit or 
incrustation, forming on copper or brass) 
and again not much can be done. 


In general coins should be treated as 
gently as possible, don’t drop them or let 
them knock together. Don’t rub the 
fingers over them, breathe tobacco smoke 
over them, or wrap them up in newspaper 
or other damp material. If bought as an 
investment, as “new issues” and stored in 
a safe or bank vault, go and look at them 
from time to time. See that they are not 
deteriorating in a damp or humid 
atmosphere. 


In the last 10 to 15 years there has beena 
sudden awareness that there are, among 
modern coins, rare pieces worth a 
premium. This has been known for along 
time but only recently has it come to be 
general knowledge that such pieces 
appreciate in value if in reasonable 
condition and held by the collector over a 
number of years. The steady depreciation 
in the value of money has forced on the 
appreciation of art forms in general. High 
prices realized at coin auctions by desir- 
able pieces, and well reported in the press, 
have caused the investors to take a look at 
investments in coins, and the spiral has 
carried on from there. 


The investor and the man in the street 
started to look at the coins which passed 
through their hands, hoping to find a 
rarity, or at least a coin worth more than its 
face value to a dealer. 

All this speculation and investor interest 
brought in its wake the offering of coins in 
poor condition at premium prices and it is 
obvious that such coins should be 
shunned by the careful investor.

At the registration desk tally sheets were 
used that had the question “How did you 
hear about the show?” About 530 people 
answered the question. Our results of this 
survey are not exact because many people 
simply wrote the word “Ad” without 
specifing what type of ad and the people at 
the registration desk didn’t correct them. 

Different areas of the state might 
require different advertising mixes but 
here is a brief rundown of the result 
obtained in Brevard County: About 45% of 
the people answered newspaper or 
indicated printed advertising. About 18% 
came by word of mouth. 12% mentioned 
flyers or posters. A meager 3.5% indicated 
radio, which came to about $35.00 a 
person at that rate.

GERMANS WANT SILVER - 
STATISTICS POINT OUT 
Imports of United States silver coins, valued 
at $561 million, in the first half of 1980 were 
responsible in a large measure for a U.S. surplus 
balance of trade with West Germany, and 
resulted in an unfavorable balance for that 
nation, the Bundesbank, the central bank of the 
Federal Republic of Germany reported 
recently. It was the first favorable balance for 
the U.S. in trade with West Germany since 
1977. 


Not known is the person or organization 
responsible for the massive import of silver 
coins, but added to raw material imports from 
the U.S., a trade surplus with West Germany 
was counted at $1.18 billion for the January 
through June period, compared to a red ink 
deficit of $224.4 million the same period a year 
earlier. 


One logical silver importer would have been 
the large silver refineries in West Germany. The 
U.S. silver coins were said to have been melted 
and poured into silver bars. 


Such unforeseen factors in the international 
monetary situation prompts the finance 
minister of West Germany, Hans Mathoefer, to 
avoid controls to stop short-term transactions 
which might result in a certain amount of insta- 
bility, which could be at the expense of trade. 


John M. Geddes, reporting in the Wall 
Street Journal, commented on the West 
German deficit, “The current-account deficit, 
which reflects trade and certain unilateral trans- 
fers, is expected to reach $14 billion this year. 
The chief cause, the central bank says, is West 
Germany’s shrinking trade surplus, primarily a 
result of higher priced oil imports, but also toa 
much lesser degree by factors like U.S. coin 
imports.” 

The discount lending rate of the central bank 
is pegged at 7.5 percent. 


Geddes summarized the present position of 
the Bundesbank: “The lesson the central bank 
is drawing from its monthly reports is clear. 
While the domestic economy is heading down- 
hill, the central bank isn’t so sure about 
instituting any quick change in its monetary 
policy, such as a discount rate cut, which might 
result in spurring capital outflows.” 


Book publishing is arisky business. Especially 
with scholarly writing and with works by little- 
known writers, publishers never know for sure 
how many books will sell. Books by Herman 
Melville and William Faulkner sold poorly at first 
but over time earned a large audience. 

An unfortunate ruling by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, sought by the Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS), is causing as many as a million books to 
be destroyed and will discourage the publication 
of slow-selling books. 

HERE’S WHY: To reduce the risk of pub- 
lishing, the IRS has permitted publishers in the 
past to write off the value of their old inventories 
as an expense, reducing their taxes. In a ruling 
last year applying to toolmakers, the Supreme 
Court prohibited such writeoffs. Now the IRS 
has applied the decision to all inventories, 
including books. To write off the value of the 


THE IRS BOOKBURNERS 
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BUYERS CHECK CALENDAR FIRST 

After checking the vagaries of the world price 
of gold, termination date of the Moscow 
Olympics, long term or short term price rises 
and drops, selling of gold by the U.S. Treasury, 
the high Hong Kong stock market and the 
heavy liquidation of gold holdings in Europe, 
those planning to open the Hong Kong futures 
market on Aug. 19 consulted the most 
respected authority of all: The fortune-telling 
Chinese calendar. 

And they were told that Aug. 19 was, indeed, 
a good day to open a gold futures market. 

Danny Chan, manager of Kingly Gold Co., 
commented that “The Hong Kong gold market 
was very quiet last month, as the fluctuations 
were not as good in day trading. All the price 
changes came overnight.” 

The majority of the customers of the Chinese 
Gold and Silver Exchange are day traders; 
those holding long positions, Chan explained, 
tend to keep them if the price of gold drops. 

Charles Tracy, director of N.M. Rothschild 
and Sons, Hong Kong, explained that gold flows 
into Hong Kong from other Southeast Asian 
countries. “There’s a very significant discount 
of Hong Kong gold on London gold. Hong Kong 
is now a new supplier of gold to the world 
market. Some attribute it to the situation on the 
Thailand-Cambodia border, while others think 
people are just keen to get a good price,” Tracy 
said. 

Early in August, Angelo Ip, a gold dealer with 
Mocatta Hong Kong Ltd., said, “At first we had 
a very busy market last month. There was very 
strong buying. The Shah’s death had some 
impact, prices dropped, as they thought there 
would be peace. Now the price is steady.” 

Another factor in an active gold market in 
Hong Kong, at a time when the local market is 
quiet, could have another’ explanation, 
according to a dealer who wished to remain 
anonymous: “The tax office here is conducting 
an investigation into the big traders. The tax 
boys came around to the gold dealers and asked 
for a client list. So now some of the bigger 
traders are afraid, at least until they settle their 
tax bill first.” 

Without stirring the Hong Kong waters, many 
traders can continue to make waves on the gold 
market in London and New York.

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EDITOR’S NOTE 
NEW BANKRUPTCY ACT 


Symbolic of the sweeping changes in the 
first new bankruptcy law in seventy years, 
the section headings are written in Arabic 
rather than Roman numerals. 


No one benefits more from the new act 
than personal bankrupts, those individuals 
whose debts account for over 80 percent 
of the bankruptcy petitions filed annually. 
In sections 7 & 13, the new act gives the 
debtor a high level of exemptions and 
reduces several “extra-legal remedies” 
that professional creditors have long 
enjoyed. 

The combination of higher exemptions 
and potentially lower recoveries has 
prompted some credit managers to fore- 
cast “sweeping changes in how we award 
loans.” Some authorities predict that 
instead of making policy changes, 
creditors will simply act quickly when they 
see a debtor in trouble. 


Finally, as if having second thoughts, 
Congress created an escape hatch from 
the exemptions favoring debtors; It 
allowed any state to eliminate them and 
insist the debtor follow the state law. So 
far, Florida and Virginia have done this, 
and other states are weighing similar 
action. 


All states have recognized that a 
bankrupt had the right to keep minimum 
or bare necessities away from_ his 
creditors, but states have varied widely in 
defining “minimum” and in_ permitting 
necessities. Under the new act, which sets 
federal standards, $750 worth of tools are 
exempt. Residential property has always 
been “somewhat exempt,” more so in the 
west than east, but the new federal 
standards define the exemption as $7,500 
in equity. Also exempt now are $1,200 in 
equity in a car and $200 in furnishings, 
clothing, books and appliances. 

Also exempt are alimony and support 
payments “to the extent reasonably 
necessary” to support the debtor and any 
dependent. 


“ 


Under the new Chapter 13, the court 


has discretion to erase unsecured debts 
for as little as one cent ona dollar evenona 
three-year payout. This will prove 
especially dangerous for financing 
companies and bank credit-card 
operations, and it could leave retail chains 
and local stores with their own credit 
operations equally vulnerable. 


Even on secured loans, a court (or 
referee or trustee) can limit the amount of 
the recovery to market rather than 
contract value. 


If Chapters 7 & 13 give the personal 
debtor more leeway in dealing with his 
corporate creditor, the new Chapter 11 
creates a more even balance between 
business creditors and debtors. The new 
act obviously seeks to allow a company in 
trouble to seek help from the bankruptcy 
court and work out its survival with 
consideration for its creditors. A rehabili- 
tated business has a greater chance of 
repaying its obligations than an insolvent 
one, not to mention keeping its employees 
and those of suppliers off the 
unemployment and welfare rolls. 


Regardless of possible future revisions 
by Washington and the courts, you still 
must accept that the new act does give a 
debtor more leverage in his dealing with 
you. 


In other words - Investigate more care- 
fully; React more quickly and demand 
more Collateral.

REAL OPPORTUNITIES! 

If you really want to invest in silver 
dollars, the F.U.N. “big shew” offers you 
the widest selection of nice dollars this side 
of the A.N.A.! One complaint often heard 
is “Randy, what good are your dollar 
recommendations if there are no nice 
dollars available to invest in ?” Well, here’s 
your chance, Mr. Investor, to buy some 
nice dollars! With availability becoming an 
ever increasing problem, investors are 
finding it absolutely essential to attend the 
bigger shows in order to track down those 
elusive choice and gem specimens. That’s 
why the F.U.N. show is so critical to the 
investment strategies of serious dollar 
collectors. 


DON’T FORGET TO THANK 
THE VOLUNTEERS! 

While you’re at the convention soaking- 
up all those gem B.U.’s and prooflikes, 
don’t forget to thank A.J. Vinci and his 
crew of volunteers from the Central 
Florida Coin Club. Without their help, 
there wouldn’t be a F.U.N. convention! 
Kudos, too, for Mary Leeuw, Bob 
Hendershott, Bill Shepard and all the 
other F.U.N. officers and board members 
who’ve made this show a reality! 


MAIL ORDER RIP-OFF CONTINUES 
If you can’t attend the show, chances 
are your only alternative is buying coins 


through the mail. Be careful! Fancy ads, 
big names and “big prices” are no 
guarantee of proper grading. But what 
really ASTOUNDS me is the fact that, 
every week, dozens, perhaps hundreds of 
people mail their hard earned money in to 
dollar advertisers who offer, for example, 
gem B.U. 1879-0 dollars for $85 when the 
current “bid” is $675. If you think someone 
is going to pay about $1,000 for a full page 
ad in a coin newspaper so they can 
advertise gem dollars at one-fourth of 
“bid,” well, then Id like to sell you some 
“gem property” in the Everglades at one- 
fourth of “bid!” Congratulations to Les 
Fox for saying in his November issue of the 
Fortune-Teller (P.O. Box 36, Midland 
Park, N.J. 07432) that “it is up to the 
numismatic publications to weed out the 
con men...that means, denying them the 
right to advertise...” Les has taken an 
active role in naming names and attacking 
the overgraders. As Les says, “The real 
answer is for collector/investore to learn 
to grade and appraise coins themselves.” 
It can be done! Meanwhile | am alternately 
amazed and nauseated by the fact that 
certain coin publications refuse to “clean 
up their act.” 


If you feel that you have been treated 
unfairly by one of these mail order 
“sharks,” let the coin newspapers and 
magazines know about it! If warranted, file 
a formal complaint. Don’t take this lying 
down! Also, let your fellow coin club 
members know about these unsavory 
characters so that they can avoid similar 
experiences. 


F.U.N. EDUCATIONAL FORUM 
“A MUST” FOR INVESTORS 

The upcoming F.U.N. educational 
program has something for almost every- 
one. For dollar nuts, the “Silver Dollar 
Investors’ Forum” offers the inside views 
and opinions of Wayne Miller, Les Fox, 
Dennis Loan and yours truly. Following 
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the forum, a seminar on Peace dollars, 
plus a discussion on grading, will take 
place, with Dr. Ken Embler doing most of 
the hard work on this vital presentation. 
These presentations will take place 
Saturday, January 10, beginning at 1:45 
p.m., in the Duval Room at the Sheraton- 
Twin Towers in Orlando. Admission is 
free. Knowledge is power in this business, 
so plan on attending. 


RECOMMENDED DOLLAR 
INVESTMENTS FOR 1981 

Without further fanfare, here’s what | 
like for 1981: 1) Two-sided deep mirror 
prooflikes, especially the common and 
semi-common dates now priced at $135 - 
$400 on the Teletype, plus some slightly 
“tougher” P-L’s, such as 1890-P (a “steal” 
at $510), 1891-CC (a “rip” at $525) and 
nicely mirrored 1878-P 7/8 Tailfeathers at 
$510. The best bargain has to be the 
deeply mirrored 1900-P, now “bid” at $255. 
I’ve only seen one for sale during the last 2 
years! The “spread” betwee: MS-65 
choice B.U. “bid” prices and MS-65 proof- 
like prices is WAY TOO SMALL! Most 
dates are 10, 20, even 100 times scarcer in 
P-L than in choice B.U. So, relatively 
speaking, nice prooflike Morgans have to 
be your best investment in the entire coin 
market (assuming, of course, that you can 
buy them at, or near, Teletype prices. 
Only the most astounding P-L’s are worth 
double “bid” or triple “bid” unless you are 
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buying a coin just to have the coin,NOT 
for investment.) Nice common date “S” 
and “O” mint prooflikes are occasionally 
available now (late October) for $150 - 
$175. Don’t be surprised if they reach $250 
before the end of 1981. 


2) Gem common date singles, now 
priced from $60 - $175 in MS-65 on the 
Teletype. These are “hot items” and will 
remain so for most of 1981. Gem 1882-S, 
1885-P, 1889-P, 1898-O, 1899-O, 1900-P, 
1900-O and, especially 1902-O dollars are 
“can’t miss” items for those investing on 
limited budgets. 


3) Selected scarcer dates in gem 
condition. I particularly like all gem 1878-P 
dollars (7, 8, and 7/8 Tailfeathers), gem 
1885-CC (rumored to be the target of an 
upcoming “promotion”), gem 1887-S 
(beware the “baggy” B.U.’s), full strike 
gem 1888-O and 1890-O, gem 1892-P and 
the still underrated gem 1900-O/CC, a 
bargain at the current quote of $300. Gem 
1900-O/CC dollars could reach the $450 
mark by the end of 1981. 


4) Selected gem Peace dollars, 
especially 1924-P, 1925-P, 1927-P, 1934-P 
and 1935-P. Really nice 1922-P and 1923-P 
are also worth buying at the current “bid” 
of $55, especially the ’22-P, which is a 
tough item in superb (MS-67) condition. 

Well that’s about it for now. I hope to see 
all of you at the F.U.N. convention in 
January!

CLEARWATER - JULY 5, 1980 


Meeting of the FUN Board called to 
order by President Al Price, at 7:40 p.m.

Grover Criswell offered to be Chairman 
of the complaints and “nit-picking.” All 
complaints to be submitted in writing. 

Jeff Means offered to secure Exhibit 
Awards, with help from Robert 
Hendershott, if necessary. 


George Decker and Jerry Finnell will 
secure the necessary licenses from City 
and County. 


Jeff Means proposed limiting the 
number of dealers for the 1981 show to 
250, but motion was made and approved 
to allow up to 295 tables, at 275.00 each. 

Hendershott reported that new 
contract with Sheraton- Towers Hotel had 
been signed, all provisions about the same 
as last one, except that room rates had 
been raised. Dates January 6 thru 10th, 
Tuesday the 6th will be set-up day, show 7 
thru 10th, tear down by noon on the 11th. 
Mary Leeuw requested that. all 
Numismatic publications be notified as 
soon as possible. Banquet will be on Friday 
evening, January 9th. 

A.N.A. has offered complimentary 
space during the Cincinnati Show to FUN, 
Ruth Ann Brettell was contacted by 
Hendershott to assure space for FUN 
signs, posters and literature. Board 
approved an allowance of $350.00 each to 
President Al Price and Secretary Robert 
Hendershott, to help in expenses involved 
in attending and manning the booth. 


Mary Leeuw and Bob Hendershott 
approved to proceed with publication of 
the FUN “TOPICS”. Arrangements have 
been made to have it printed on good bond 
paper, an issue in July and two more issues 
in 1980, about October Ist and in 
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December before the annual convention. 
Every effort will be made to keep the cost 
down, but not down grading the publi- 
cation. Copy is needed for articles. 


Ed Schuman, publisher of the “Shekel” 
offered the use of material published by 
them, that had not been copyrighted.

Shepard 
advised that this was being done. 

10:45 p.m. Jeff Means moved, Gene 
Hynds seconded, meeting adjourned.

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“ WHAT IN THE WORLD 
IS NECA?”

“To Err Is Human.” So goes the quote. 
But in the realm of Numismatics we might 
paraphrase, “To Err Is Collectable!” 


NECA stands for the Numismatic Error 
Collectors of America. It is primarily a 
correspondence club whose membership 
spans the entire United States and many 
foreign countries. Current membership 
stands at over 500 individuals whose 
numismatic interests include the study 
and collection of mint errors and varieties. 
NECA binds this membership together via 
its monthly magazine ERRORSCOPE, 
probably the finest publication of its kind in 
the world. 


A typical ERRORSCOPE issue will 
have a mail-bid auction of error and variety 
coins, both scholarly and humerous 
articles about errors (complete with 
blown-up photos of many _ interesting 
coins), reports from “Clubs within a Club” 
activities centered on a particular aspect 
or type of error, and the only ongoing 
monthly series on VAM’s (the study and 
collecting of Morgan and Peace silver 
dollars by die variety) in any national 
periodical. This series, by the way, is 
currently being authored by NECA’s new 
president and the co-author of the authori- 
tative VAM Encyclopedia, LeRoy Van 
Allen. 


NECA was founded in the mid 1960's 
and soon became THE national error club. 
Boasting the most famous names in the 
error and variety field as members the club 
has remained the central force in making 
error collecting the popular field it is today.

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STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS

THE TIME: 1916 


America, the awakening land...Liberty 
striding through a gate to a new age, 
holding and uncovering a shield in her left 
arm to show a troubled world that we are 
ready to defend ourselves. Her right 
breast is bare to show that we are unafraid. 
But, in her right hand is an olive sprig to 
indicate that we desire peace...On the 
reverse is a majestic eagle in full flight to 
show that we are ready to soar... 


This is a tremendous symbolic load for a 
24 mm coin to bear. Indeed, the fine details 
of the standing liberty and the eagle would 
have made a splendid three inch medal. 


In 1917, with World War One looming 
soon, Liberty was greatly modified with 
the addition of a chain mail shirt to show 
that we would protect ourselves from the 
slings and arrows of the world. Many 
people feel (or felt) that the chain mail was 
added to Hermon A. MacNeil’s Liberty 
Quarter because of prudery. If that was 
the case then why didn’t they add a simple 
blouse? The prudery idea can only be part 
of the cause. The contemporary $10 
National Currency Note, which had been 
in use since 1875 featured a vignette of a 
bare breasted liberty. 


The very delicate design was one of a 
trio of coins introduced in 1916: The 
Mercury Dime and Walking Liberty Half 
by Adolf Weinman rounded out the 


modernization of our coinage begun by 
Theodore Roosevelt nine years earlier. 
Unfortunatly for the quarter, the very fine 
features did not wear well at all even in the 
few cases where the coins were fully 
struck. 


THE DESIGNS 


Figures 1, 2 and 5 show the Type one 
quarter. Figure 3 shows the Type two 
(1917-1924) design which was a totally

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reworked version done by Chief Engraver 
Charles Barber and is far less artistic. 
Besides the major differences: The 
beading around the edge is wider spaced in 
Type two; there are 16 stars on the shield 
in Type two and 30 in Type one; the lattice 
work on the walls is shorter in the second 
type; the olive sprig is shaped differently; 
and the inner shield is wider in Type two. 
On the reverse MacNeil gave the field a 
roughened medallic effect (such as Fraser 
did on the Type one Buffalo Nickel) but the 
fields were smoothed out in the second 
type. Both Type one and Type two suffer 
from the raised dates. Though efforts were 
made to modify the dies in 1921 and ’23, 
coins of the first two types could be in an 
overall Very Fine condition and have no 
date. It wasn’t until 1925 that John R. 
Sinnock modified the hubs and recessed 
the date. (Type 3). Figures 4 and 6)
